¢ Mr. C. would maintain a Publick Difputation on thefe

ftant? 2. Whether the Prophecy of the Woman in the 
Revelations be this Ycar fulfilled? 3. Whether there be 
a juft Schifm among the Gregorians in London ?? The 
Jaft of thefe Queflions drew together a numerous Audi- 
ence: to the furprize of which, Mr. H. having finifhed 
his Exegefis,and Leéfture on the death of ber Majejly, de- 
fired them to excufe his not proceeding to the Diiputa 
tions, becaufe his Wife was then lying at the point of 
death ; and then immediately retired. ‘There are two 
reafons to fufpeét, chat this was not the true occalion of 
putting off the Difputations. 1. Mr. H. prayed for her

The palenefs and 
thinnefs of his vifage were very much heightened by a 
light, bufhy, powdered ornament ; which, in its curling 
Gays had, no doubt, decorated the fame ro//ram, tho’ 
not fixed on the fame block. Thus accoutred, he began 
to defend his Mafter’s abfence, infilting, That what they 
had already heard was worth more than the fhilling pay’d 
by each, and that it was very indecent and unjull to raife 
fuch difturbances, &c. But his Eloquence, initead of lef- 
fening, increafed their refentment; fo that he was ona 
fudden unwigg’d, un-roftrum’d, buffetted, and forc’d to 
retire with greater precipitation than his Matter. 

To make this difappointed Audience fome fatisfaction, 
Mr. H. gave notice in the LP. Nov. 29. * Though the} 
* Terms of hearing an Oration with or without a Dil- | 
* putation, have been always the fame, and an avavoid- 
© able Incident ninder’d the Difpute, &c. the Oratory 
* fhould be free next Sunday.” ‘This freedom was explain- 
edin feveral fucceeding Adverti/ements, to regard only 
Thofe who had excepted ta the Want of a Dijpute laft Sun- 
day. In confequence of this, the Audience was almoit 
as numerous lait Sunday evening as it was the preceding. 
Mr. H. by way of Leédtwre to them for their late avcour- 
teoujne/s, held forth a confiderable while on 1 Pet. iil. 8. 
Love as brethren, ....be courteout ; leaving out the words 
be pitiful. Among other things, he told them, that A- 
LEXANDER, Cesar, and HannisBat, who had conquer- 
ed whole kingdoms, were notwithftanding exceeding 
Courteous ; and that a certain polite Nation took it as a 
courte/y to be fo genteelly beaten by the immoria! Mar -- 
BoRouGH. The inference and applicatien which fome 
made of this was, Thatthey ought to take it as a courte/y 
to have been fo gentce//y bitten the Sunday before. They 
obferved likewife, that the Orator feemed unmindful of 
his own doétrine, fince he treated St. Peter with no more 
ceremony, than if he had been his tchool-fellow.
